idam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report,  namely  that  for 
|47,  on  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Chichester. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
rcular,  170,47,  which  requested  that  it  should  be  prepared  on  the  lines  of 
at  for  the  year  1946,  and  indicated  that  certain  branches  of  the  work  of 
e department  should  be  specifically  reported  upon. 

I have  included  several  statistical  tables  which  give  comparative  figures 
respect  of  general  and  vital  statistics  over  a period  of  years.  The  very 
gh  standard  of  health  evidenced  by  the  statistics  for  previous  years  has 
■en  maintained. 

I wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  indices  of  the  general 
ate  of  health  in  the  City,  but  would  again  ask  you  to  bear  in  mind  that  in 
City  such  as  Chichester  with  a relatively  small  population,  a slight  variation 
the  numbers  of  births,  deaths,  etc.,  will  tend  to  be  reflected  disproportion- 
jely  in  the  resultant  rates  per  thousand. 

BIRTHS  AND  BIRTHRATE. 

There  has  been  a very  slight  increase  in  births  from  310  in  1946  to  31 1 in 
)47.  The  birthrate  for  1947  was  18.16  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  com- 
ired  with  18.46  for  1946,  and  20.5  for  England  and  Wales  for  1947.  The 
wer  rate  for  1947  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
.ty. 


It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a natural  increase  in  population,  i.e. 
le  difference  between  births  and  deaths,  of  80  (311  minus  231). 

The  illegitimate  births  for  1947,  numbered  19,  the  same  figure  as  for 
)46. 

DEATHS  AND  DEATHRATE. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  223  in  1946,  to 
31  in  1947,  the  rates  respectively  being  13.2  and  13.49  per  1,000  of  the 
opulation.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1947  was  12.0  per 
000  Civilian  population 
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(a)  Death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  9 for  1947,  a. 
compared  with  6 for  1946.  The  death  rate  for  1947  was  .52  pe' 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  .35  for  1946.  The  provisions 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  .54. 

(b)  Maternal  Mortality  Rate. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Maternal  causes  during  1941 
both  occurred  in  women  over  the  age  of  40. 

(c)  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

There  were  ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  in  1947  a 
compared  with  nine  in  1946,  the  death  rates  being  respective! 
32.15  and  29.03  per  1,000  live  births.  The  1947  Infantile  Mortalit 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  41. 

(d)  Cancer  Death  Rate. 

Deaths  from  cancer  numbered  28  in  1947  as  compared  wit 
38  in  1946,  the  respective  rates  were  1.6  and  2.26  per  1,000  of  th 
population. 

3.  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  258  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  receivec 
as  compared  with  263  received  during  1946.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  an 
Pneumonia  again  constituted  a large  percentage  of  the  cases  notifiec 
Measles  numbered  117,  and  Pneumonia  96  as  compared  with  121  and  5 
respectively  for  1946.  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  decrease 
from  31  in  1946  to  20  in  1947.  Notifications  of  these  three  diseases  represente 
90  per  cent  of  the  total  notifications  received. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  wit 
8 in  1946.  The  case  concerned  a Military  Patient. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  5 as  compared  with  12  in  194< 

16  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  1 case  of  Non-Pulmonar 
Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  register  during  1947.  The  total  of  cases  c 
the  register  at  the  end  of  1947  was  151.  During  the  year  the  register  w< 
brought  up-to-date  and  it  was  found  possible  to  delete  the  names  of  aboi 
fifty  persons  who  had  either  died  or  moved  from  the  district. 

4.  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  records  for  diphtheria  immunisation  are  shown  on  a subsequer 
page. 

A total  of  4,778  children  have  been  artifically  immunised  since  193' 
and  it  is  estimated  that  41.28%  under  five  years  and  88.22%  between  tl 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age  have  been  immunised. 

Publicity  campaigns,  both  national  and  local,  have  been  intensified  : 
an  effort  to  achieve  the  immunisation  of  at  least  75  per  cent  of  all  infan 
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aching  the  age  of  one  year.  The  scheme  was  advertised  in  the  local  press 
^gether  with  information  as  to  where  parents  should  apply  to  have  their 
jiildren  immunised.  Leaflets  were  also  sent  out  to  parents  of  babies  born  in 
lie  district,  encouraging  them  to  have  the  treatment  carried  out  before  their 
lildren  reached  the  age  of  one  year. 

SCABIES  AND  VENERAL  DISEASE. 

Special  notes  which  show  that  full  facilities  are  available  for  appropriate 
leatment  are  contained  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

t INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

A large  amount  of  \’aluable  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  Ward, 
le  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  assistant  with  regard  to  the  inspection 
food  and  food  premises,  details  are  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

HOUSING. 

The  City  may  be  proud  of  its  housing  progress,  for  during  the  year 
ader  re\iew,  62  new  houses  were  completed,  55  of  these  on  the  Whyke 
state,  and  2 on  the  Orlit  Site.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  190  houses  were 
ider  construction,  152  of  these  were  Orlits,  and  38  traditional  houses. 

In  December,  1947,  there  were  approximately  700  applicants  on  the 
aiting  list  for  Council  Houses.  Of  thtisc,  one  half  consisted  of  families 
ring  in  lodgings,  and  these  cases  are  rccci\ing  the  immediate  priority. 

It  was  estimated  that  approximately  800  additional  houses  would 
j required  at  the  rate  of  100  per  year  to  relieve  overcrowding  and  re-house 
i.milies  from  properties  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act. 


I I would  especially  draw  j-our  attention  to  the  exceedingly  good  lay-outs 
^ the  various  new  estates  where  consideration  has  been  given  to  open  spaces, 
irdens  and  ready  access  to  shopping  centres.  It  is  extremely  gratifying 

tit  a long  term  policy  has  been  considered  and  housing  requirements  for 
number  of  years  are  receiving  close  attention.  A points  scheme  is  in 
eration  in  the  City  in  order  to  separate  on  the  strict  basis  of  need  the  more 
frgent  applications. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  City  have  been  under  strict  supervision  and 
I would  again  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  A.  N.  Burgess  the  Water 
:.ngineer,  for  his  unstinted  co-operation.

idministrative  Action — General. 

All  knowA  and  suspected  cases  were  isolated  in  Hospital.  Child  contacts 
rere  isolated  as  much  as  possible. 

The  homes  of  all  known  contacts  were  visited  and  warned. 

All  Medical  Practitioners  within  the  City  were  informed  of  cases  in  the 
listrict,  and  a memorandum  on  clinical  appearance,  infectivity  and  action 
ecommended,  was  circulated  to  them.  I am  very  grateful  for  their  helpful 
'O-operation. 

Exhaustive  enquiries  were  made  into  patients’  movements,  contacts  and 
hilk  supplies,  etc.,  but  no  common  factor  was  evident  among  the  cases. 

[ The  children’s  Cine-Clubs,  which  are  held  at  local  Cinemas  on  Saturday 
nornings,  were  suspended  for  a short  period  during  the  epidemic  and  similar 
unctions  were  discouraged. 

' School  closure  was  not  necessary.  Most  of  the  cases  notified  in  Chichester 
)ccurred  during  the  school  holidays. 

Each  new  case  was  immediately  notified  to  the  County  Council  in  order 
hat  they  might  follow  the  progress  of  the  epidemic  throughout  the  County. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  outlying  districts  with  regard 
o movements  of  contacts. 

Arrangements  were  made  whereby  acute  cases  could  be  admitted  to  the 
-ondon  Teaching  Hospitals  in  the  event  of  local  hospitals  becoming  hard 
)ressed.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  these  facilities  in 
Chichester. 

tommary  of  Cases. 

Case  No.  1 was  admitted  to  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  from  the 
Rural  District,  and  Poliomyelitis  was  diagnosed  at  the  hospital.  This  patient 
lied  the  day  after  his  admission. 

Case  No.  2 was  admitted  to  St.  Richards  Hospital  where  diagnosis 
vas  made  and  notified.  The  patient  normally  resided  in  the  City.  Paralysis 
Kcured  but  the  case  made  a good  recovery  and  afterwards  attended  St. 
Richards  Hospital  as  an  out-patient  for  massage  and  treatment.  Investi- 
gations failed  to  throw  light  on  the  possible  source  of  infection. 

Case  No.  3 was  notified  and  admitted  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 
Paralysis  occured  but  a good  recovery  was  reported  and  the  patient  was  later 
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transferred  to  the  Royal  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Stanmore  for  treatment!  fc 
of  the  affected  limbs.  Case  history  gave  no  clue  as  to  the  possible  source  ofj 
infection.  Cases  2 and  3 had  no  outstanding  common  factor. 

Case  No.  4 was  notified  as  a definite  case  and  was  admitted  to  the  City 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  patient  worked  on  a farm  near  Billingshurst  and  |t^ 
had  returned  to  her  home  in  Chichester  for  the  weekend.  She  was  under  the ; . 
impression  that  a girl,  who  was  taken  ill  at  a dance  she  had  attended  a week  - 
previous,  was  suffering  from  Poliomyelitis — enquiries  in  this  direction  proved  _ 
fruitless.  During  her  stay  in  hospital  she  was  visited  by  a specialist  who 
examined  her  and  discovered  she  was  not  suffering  from  Poliomyelitis  but  • 
was  the  victim  of  hysteria.  Paralysis  disappeared  and  this  patient  was 
discharged  from  hospital  within  a week  of  admission. 

Cases  5 and  6 were  admitted  to  St.  Richard’s  Hospital,  No.  5 from  Selsey 
and  No.  6 from  Graffham.  The  disease  was  diagnosed  in  Hospital  and  they 
were  notified  accordingly.  Details  of  the  cases  were  forwarded  to  the  Chichester  i 
Rural  District  authorities  and  the  Midhurst  Rural  District  authorities 
respectively,  so  that  investigations  could  be  carried  out  by  them.

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  nurses,  it  has  been  necessary  to  engage  private! 
nurses  through  the  Nurses  Co-operations  to  supplement  the  permanent! 
staff. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  in  Spitalfield  Lane,  Chichester,| 
in  3.4  acres  of  ground.  It  consists  of  ; — 


{a)  An  Administrative  block,  which  includes  living  accommodation  forj 
nurses  and  domestics. 


{b)  Cubicle  Block,  which  consists  of  12  entirely  separate  single-bed  wards] 
to  be  used  for  cases  of  doubtful  infection  as  observation  cases  and  for  those] 
diseases  of  which  normally  only  a small  number  of  cases  are  admitted.  This 
block  may  be  used  for  the  reception  of  patients  suffering  from  different] 
diseases. 


(c)  Diphtheria  Ward  Block,  containing  male  and  female  wards,  bathroom, 
offices  and  duty  rooms.  This  block  provides  accommodation  for  14  patients. 

{d)  Scarlet  Fever  Ward  Block,  containing  male  and  female  wards, 
bathroom,  offices  and  duty  room.  This  block  provides  accommodation  for 
18  patients. 

[e)  Separate  Block,  consisting  of  Disinfecting  Chamber,  Laundry, 
Cycle  Shed,  Garage  and  Gardener’s  Shed. 

(/)  A Gate  House,  which  consists  of  a Visitors'  Enquiry  and  waiting 


room.

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  (Consultation  and  Treatment) 
is  situated  at  Chapel  Street  under  control  of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council. 

An  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  clinic  is  conducted  each  Thursday  by  Dr. 
E.  Shippam  and  an  infant  welfare  clinic  each  Tuesday  and  Friday  (2-5  p.m.) 
by  Drs.  Emmerson  and  Wilson  (alternate  sessions).

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  also  held  at  Chichester  Health  centre. 

Nutrition  Clinic. 

A Nutrition  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Chapel  Street  Clinic  fortnightly  when 
matters  are  advised  regarding  the  health  of  children  suffering  from  mal 
nutrition.  Vitamin  C and  Adexolin  tablets  are  available  for  such  children 
During  the  year  390  children  attended  the  clinic  making  1,419  attendances 

(c)  Child  Guidance  Clinics. 

Under  a scheme  established  in  January,  1946,  a clinic  was  set  up  ii 
Chichester  under  a psychiatrist  and  trained  staff. 

{d)  Tuberculosis.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


i'ood  Poisoning. 

The  Chichester  Corporation  Act,  1938,  made  it  a duty  of  Medical 
’ractitioners  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  cases  or  suspected 
^ases  of  food  poisoning. 

This  makes  it  possible  for  immediate  enquiries  to  be  made  by  the  Public 
liealth  Department  regarding  the  situation  and  disposal  of  any  suspected 
ood. 

During  1947  one  case  of  food  poisoning  (Salmonella)  was  notified. 

! nvestigations  were  made  and  it  was  discovered  that  the  patient,  a young 
Aoman,  worked  as  a domestic  in  the  Rural  District  though  her  home  address 
;.vas  in  the  City.  Indications  were  that  the  illness  had  developed  while  she 
;vas  at  work.  The  case  was  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Department  of 
he  Rural  District  Council  and  full  investigations  were  carried  out  by  them.

Quality. — Samples  are  taken  by  Sampling  Officers  of  the  West  Sussex

Cleanliness. — For  ascertaining  the  cleanliness  of  all  milks,  both  designated 
lind  undesignated,  samples  are  now  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test, 
j.'n  addition  a Coliform  test  is  prescribed  for  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited 
idilks. 

M'here  two  tests  are  prescribed,  the  milk  is  required  to  comply  with 
poth  tests  and  is  to  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  if  it  fails  to  pass  either 
lest.  It  is  not  necessary  that  every  sample  should  be  submitted  to  both 
ests  and  most  samples  are  examined  by  the  Methlene  Blue  Test  alone. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  subjected  to  the  Phosphatase  Test.  A positive 
' esult  indicates  that  the  milk  has  not  been  properly  pasteurised.

MEAT 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Officer  appointed  under  the  Publii 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

Arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  meat  and  slaughtering  for,  no 
only  the  City,  but  the  adjacent  areas,  has  continued  to  be  concentrated  ii 
the  City  of  Chichester. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  have  three  requisitioned  slaughterhouses  in  whicl 
to  carry  out  the  work,  and  visits  are  made  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  or  oi 
completion,  and  all  carcases  are  inspected  before  distribution. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  All  animals  are  slaughtered  with  the 
jaid  of  mechanically  operated  humane  instruments  and  persons  are  licensed 
|as  ht  and  proper  to  stun  or  slaughter  animals. 

: All  diseased  meat  is  hung  up  and  sprayed  with  napthaline  which  gives 

'it  a green  appearance.  It  is  collected  daily  by  lorry  and  is  later  treated  and 
durned  into  fertilizer. 

i Flushing  of  the  drains  and  gullies  at  the  slaughterhouse  is  carried  out 
weekly  by  the  Corporation.

OTHER  FOODS 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  17  bakehouses  in  the  district.  Premises  were  generally  foun 
to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

In  applicable  cases  limewashing  of  ceilings  and  walls  is  required  to  b 
carried  out  every  six  months. 

Any  contraventions  of  the  prescribed  standards  have  been  dealt  wit 
by  informal  notices.  In  all  cases  the  necessary  work  was  attended  to  withoi 
further  action  being  taken  by  the  local  Authority. 

Many  of  the  buildings  in  use  are  old  and  require  extensive  alteratior 
to  bring  them  up  to  modern  requirements. 

Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947,  came  ini- 
operation  on  1st  May,  1947. 

The  Regulations  broadly  require  that  subject  to  certain  qualification 
the  ingredients  of  ice  cream  shall  be  heat  treated  after  being  mixed,  and  th? 
the  mixture  shall  be  cooled  until  the  freezing  process  is  begun. 

There  are  nine  premises  in  the  City  where  ice  cream  is  manufactun 
and  85  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  supervision. 

During  the  months  of  July  to  October,  16  samples  of  ice  cream  we 
taken  and  sent  for  examination  as  to  cleanliness. 

The  samples  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test  f 
assessing  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  the  ice  cream. 

At  present  it  is  difficult  to  lay  down  any  standard  to  which  all  ice  crea 
should  conform.  The  test  employed  is  used  as  a basis  for  defining  four  grad 
of  bacterial  cleanliness. 

It  is  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended,  ice  crea 
consistency  fails  to  reach  grades  one  and  two,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  rega 
this  as  indicating  defects  of  Manufacture  or  of  handling  which  call  for  furth 
investigation.

j In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Food  recommendations,  steps  were  taken 
pr  the  purpose  of  discovering  whether  any  fresh  infestations  of  rats  existed 
'1  the  sewers. 

During  the  early  part  of  January,  1947,  re-tests  were  carried  out  at 
various  manholes  situated  throughout  the  district.  No  evidence  of  rats  was 
[iscovered. 

In  August  it  was  reported  that  rats  had  been  seen  by  sewermen  while 
ngagcd  in  cleaning  operations  in  North  Street.  Tests  were  carried  out  at 
ill  manholes  in  North  Street  and  the  adjacent  areas,  and  later,  poison  was 
'aid.  The  estimated  kill  was  20  and  two  bodies  were  found.
